Mr. Speaker:

Your JUDICIARY COMMITTEE, to whom has been referred

HOUSE BILL 491, as amended

has had it under consideration and reports same with
recommendation that it DO PASS, amended as follows:

1.  On page 41, line 8, strike "The" and insert in lieu
thereof "Except as set forth in Subsection H of this section for
records of a person holding a commercial driver's license, the".

2.  On page 41, lines 11 through 15, remove the brackets and
line-through.

3.  On page 41, line 18, strike the quotation marks and insert
between lines 18 and 19 the following new subsection:

"H.  The department shall keep records received on a
person holding a commercial driver's license in its main office. 
Records showing a record of conviction by a court of law shall be
open to public inspection during business hours for fifty-five years
from the date of their receipt.  Any record received on a person
holding a commercial driver's license licensed in another state or
country shall be forwarded to the licensing authority of that state
or country."".
